Oh, we had rather not weave 
it in; we would much prefer it with- 
out the scarlet thread. Yes, but the 
keeper advised it, yea, He said we 
would not pass without it for I heard 
Him say, “In the world ye shail have 
tribulation,” John 16:33, and in 1 Pet. 
2:21,.“For even hereunto were ye 
called; because Christ also suffered | 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow his steps.” So weave in 
the scarlet thread, it is just as neces- 
sary us the gold. Some one will say, 
Oh, I thought our robes were to be 
white. White means purity and if they 
are made according to requirements 
they will be pure (according to the 
law).

You remember the 
scarlet thread was the means of de- 
livering Rahab. Was it Jacob, in pro- 
phesying of Judah, that spoke of his 
garments being washed in wine? 

Many garments are. spoiled after 
they are begun. Jude tells us of some 
people who have’ garments that are 
spotted and tells us that they need 
help. God told the children of Israel 
net to make their garments of mixed 
material. Lev. 19:19. In Rev. 3:4, a 
few were found who had not defiled 
their garments and in Rev. 16:15, a 
blessing was pronounced upon the 
ones who keep. their garments, lest 
they walk naked. Isaiah tells us some- 
thing of the garments of praise. Isa.

I presume 
they bleached their hands and faces 
and curled their hair, if that were 
stylish, and months before their pre- 
sentation they planned their costume 
(beautiful garment) that they might 
be the favored one that was to be 
chosen queen. It meant much and I 
infer that all the kingdom was talk- 
ing and wondering who would be the 
queen.

Though we have been in far away 
California for five weeks we have not 
been idle. Of course when we came 
out here we had no place to hold 
meeting. We tarried before God for 
ten days before He gave us an open- 
ing. During this time we were invited 
into several missions to preach. We 
accepted’ them and one mission final- 
ly opened their door to us for a_ re- 
vival. 

We held meeting heré every night 
for three weeks, though there wags 
not very much visible results. I knew 
God has worked in a wonderful way 
and results will be shown in the near 
future. One young man received his 
baptism! and two or three were re- 
claimed, several were saved and one 
sanctified. The people here are so di- 
vided that the Spirit’ can not work. 
In this mission we find the New Light 
or One God Folks and the Finished 
Work and all of them were opposed to 
government. God helped meto preach 
the truth without compromising and 
while I made some enemies, praise 
God, I found some who wanted the 
whole truth. Some from this mission 
asked us to organize a Church of God 
‘ag they fell in love with her govern- 
ment when it was preached to them 
so at an early date a Church of God 
will be set in order in this communi- 
ty. 

They call California the Jerusalem 
of the world and the type I see of it 
row is that Jerusalem of the present 
day and California are alike for there 
never has been such biting and de- 
vouring among so called children of 
God as TI find in California. There 
seems to be no power among any of 
the missions at all. They have all 
gone dead spiritually. Nothing but 
the government will ever resurrect 
them, and they are bitter toward it, 
but God will search out His sheep 
and they will hear His voice. 

One man told me that there were 
but a few missions or Pentecostal 
churehes in the state but what bap- 
tized in Jesus’ name and practically 
all believe there is no God outside of 
Jesus Christ. You see what a battle 
we are in in California, but God wil! 
give the victory. 

We are hindered for lack of means. 
If we had a good tent we could use it 
all year out here. We must run our 
meetings on an independent plan for 
they will close you out when = you 
preach on the Church of God, the very 
thing they need. 

You never hear any one say any 
thing about being sanctified, how I 
miss it, but I have waked up a few 
sleepers and they are beginning to 
testify to being sanctified, but the 
pastor will jump up and denounce it, 
hence their demand for a Church of 
God.

There is no use for any one to come 
to California until you are established 
in doctrine and are able to give a Bi- 
lle answer for all of the doctrine.
